were most of its predecessors. 
"It is my view," Ridgway said, 
"that all that is necessary is a 
small neutral zone around the 
new conference site, with Kaesong, 
Munsan and the road to Panmun- 
jom from Kaesong and Munsan 
free from attack." •

13, was trapped by flames and 
smoke in her second-floor bedroom 
across the hallway. 
She climbed 


out the window and "shinnied" 
down the rainspout to safety.

Mr. and Mrs. Wagner, who oc- 


cupy bedrooms, along 'with four 
other children, on the first floor of 
the home, made repeated attempts 
to climb the stairway to rescue 
Barbara, but by that time the fire 
had spread from Kenneth's bed- 
room into the stairwell and also 
had broken through the roof in one 
place. 


They ^were burned- about the 


hand's and face in trying to climb 
the steps, and finally were driven 
out of the house by the flames and 
dense smoke. 


Mr. and Mrs. Wagner and Ken- 


neth and Barbara were treated for 
burns at the fire scene by Dr. L G. 
Hyer of Clarendon and Nurse 
Mary Dickerson. 


Eighteen members of the Clar- 


endon fire.company answered the 
alarm and used- both water from 
the hydrants and their booster 
tank in combatting the flames. 
They were hampered by heavy 
smoke, but were credited with 
making av "good stop" of the fire, 
which had gained considerable 
headway.

DRIVING. TOO DRUNK TO WALK 


There is no campaign under way by Borough 


Police to see how many drivers can be arrested and 
charged with operating a motor vehicle while under 
the influence of intoxicants. 
, 


No police officer has been instructed to see how 


many of them he can "get". 


Police Chief Mike Evan has called no meeting of 


his force to tell his men to establish a record in these 
arrests. 


But such a record has inevitably been established, 


a black mark against Warren. All during 1950 but 
eight such arrests were made; so far in 1951, there 
have been 26! 


. Whenever a driver is picked up and taken to the 


police station, there is no gloating over it by the po- 
lice officers, either openly or quietly on the side. 
Quite the contrary. The policemen do not like it. 
They shake their heads about it. There is no gleam 
of conquest in their eye. 


Why so many drunken drivers? You have asked 


yourself the question, you have heard it voiced by 
others: why so many drunken drivers? 


There is, of course, an explanation. But there are 


several contributing factors, each one of which is an 
individual, integral part of the general answer. 


Is there a greater trend toward, driving after 


drinking to excess? It seems that there is, according 
to the police officers. 


Is the law being more strictly enforced? 
This is 


true, according to the same source. It is ruled that 
no citizen may drive a car while under the influence 
of alcohol or any drug. The law is on the books, the 
police department is determined to enforce that law. 


The police officers are paid to protect the resi- 


dents of the borough, the Fire Department is main- 
tained for the same reason. Full value from each 
unit is expected by the taxpayer. If there is a fire, it 
is the duty of the firemen to put it out. If a man 
is driving a car while intoxicated, he is endangering 
life and property, and it is the duty of the police to 
put him in 
jail! 


Any person has a right to drink intoxicants, even 


to excess, if such indulgence is conducted within a 
place where he does not impose his inevitable condi- 
tion upon others less inclined. But he has no right to 
operate a car in an intoxicated condition. 
No man 


has a right to take into his hands the lives of other 
human beings and perhaps snuff out these lives just 
because he "wanted to have a few drinks." 


Does the Police Department have orders, because 


so many have been arrested this year, to "let up" in 
its diligence? 
It has no such orders. Again, quite 


the contrary. If a policeman sees an automobile be- 
ing operated by a drunken driver, or by a driver 
whom he suspects is drunk, it is his bounden duty 
to apprehend that driver. 
No matter for whom he 


works, no matter on which street he resides. 


Aimed in the right direction and driven by a 


drunken driver, an automobile is a more deadly 
weapon than any in use since the times of Charle- 
magne, Caesar or Alexander, too. 


If there is a campaign on to see how many drunk- 


en drivers can be nabbed in 1951, then the drunken 
drivers are' conducting this campaign, and success- 
fully. 


He may be too drunk to walk, but he'll drive his 


car corne hel! or high water, life or death. Property 
of others has been damaged by some of the 26 al- 
ready arrested this year, how soon is one of these 
drunken drivers going to unrightfully claim the life 
of someone else?

New Uranium Sources Promise 
Unlimited A- Bomb Production

WASHINGTON— (NBA)— Only half of Connecticut Senator Brien 
" McMahon's latest big idea got much attention. This was the part 
that proposed mass production of 'new atomic weapons at a cost of 
$6 billion a year. 


The part that got lost was the -Senator's other resolution, calling 


on all the peoples of the world to unite for a great moral crusade for 
peace, freedom, and disarmament in all conventional, biological, 
chemical, atomic and hydrogen armaments. 


To some cynics, this may appear like talking out of both sides of 


the mouth at the same time. On the one side it comes out, "Arm to 
the teeth with new and more deadly weapons." On the other side it 
comes out, "Let's cut out all armaments and have peace." 


Senator McMahon of course likes to toss out these bomb-shell ideas. 
As speeches to dramatize the horrors of future atomic wars, if any, 


the McMahon proposals make good Amexcan propaganda. They 
speak softly of peace, yet wave around quite a big stick. Paradoxi- 
cally, the Senator oilers both his proposals as economies. 


It is cheaper to wage atomic warfare than conventional warfare, 
he argues. It would be cheaper to give away $10 billion a year in 
economic aid than it would be to spend $100 billion a year on a war. 
HPHERE can be no denial that when Senator McMahon talks about 
•*• atomic warfare, he should know whereof he speaks. As Chairman 
of the Joint Senate-House committee on atomic energy, he has access 
to the most highly classified secrets of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion and the DepartrrKt.it of Defense. 


He must be listened to and believed when he says, "There is virtu- 


ally no limit and no limiting factor upon the number of A-bombs 
which the United States can manufacture, given time and given a 
decision to proceed all-out." 


This statement is supported by previously released information. 


The supply of uranium ore has been greatly increased since the end 
of the war. There have been new discoveries in Colorado and New 
Mexico. 
Uranium is being processed as a by-product of super- 


phosphate fertilizers in Florida and gold mine tailings in South Africa. 


There is reason to believe that still further discoveries of uranium 
deposits will be made. 
C1TLL another factor to be considered Is the possible use of other 
*** raw materials. Bombs are made of uranium 235- or plutonium 
made from uranium 238. Uranium 233 has not been utilized in mass 
production on a commercial scale. Thorium offers another possible 
source of fissionable materials as yet untapped. 


Two other factors to be taken into consideration are the more 


efficient use of uranium or plutonium in bombs' and the development 
of "breeder" reactors. 


The breeder would generate fissionable material faster than it is 


consumed in a chain reaction. A breeder reactor has been built at the 
Arco, Idaho, AEC center. It is now undergoing tests as a reactor 


Greater efficiency in atomic explosives has been demonstrated by the 


improvement of bombs from Hiroshima to the last Bikini and New 
Mexico tests. Theoretically, 2.2 pounds of uranium have the explosive 
power of 40 million pounds of TNT. 


What all this adds up to is that as the supply of fissionable materials 


increases, from whatever source, the atomic energy plant can be en- 
larged to use these supplies. Senator McMahon seems to indicate 
that the plsnt can now be sextuple&r * —

Changes in Farm Program 
Increase Dairy Income 


Hello Folks: Well it looks as 


though our good working days out- • 
doors are pretty well 
numbered] 


now that we have started to get 
cold rains, frost and in some sec- 
tions freezing- weather. We still 
have a lot of conservation prac- 
tices to get on the land that have 
been planned for establishment this 
fall.

Many dairymen in the (treat dairy 
regions of the Central and North- 
eastern States, as well a> in other 
parts of the country, could increase 
their net incomes up to $1.000 or 
more per year at current price lev- 
els by making full use of the latest 
and best technical information on 
grassland agriculture, according to 
the U. S. Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics. Increased forag* pro- 
duction could be handled without on- 
creasing the labor force on the farm, 
by using newer machines, such as 
the field pick-up baler and the field 
forage harvester, and by relying 
more heavily on custom hired work. 
Mow finishing- of hay, according to 
preliminary research results, will 
provide 5 to 10 per cent more milk 
per acre of forage than regular field 
curing methods. The increase may 
be as high as 40 per cent in com- 
parison with field cured hay that 
has been rained on. 


More cowi will require more feed 


so that the farm's cropping program 
also will get plenty of attention. 
More legumes will be used in the 
hay mixture.-Rotations will be bet- 
ter planned to include more years 
m grasslands and more fertilizer 
will be used. Corn will get a liberal 
application of manure and 250 
oounds of 3-10-10 commercial fer- 
t Jizer. or its equivalent, per acre at 
planting Mixed ladino seedings will 
receive lime, manure, and around 
500 pounds of superphosphate. So 
far as possible, all hay will receive 
?n annual top dressing of either 
manure amended with superphos- 
phate or double the quantity of 0-14- 


14 fertilizer. Suitable ar«as of per- 
manent pasture "will oe improved by 
reseeding and treated every third 
year with 8 tons of manure and 400 
pounds of superphosphate and with 
1 ton of lime every 1 years. 
As a result of these practices, pro- 
duction of forage might increase 
'about one-fourth. Use of hired, cus- 
tom equipment for corn planting 
and harvesting and pasturing mor* 
of the farm forage would prevent 
any increase in labor requirements. 


Along with the increase in pro- 
ductivity the dairy farmer would 
find a noticeable improvement in his 
income. Assuming prices received 
and costs at about current levels, 
the net increase in income from an 
average size northeastern dairy 
farm would be more than $1.000. 
most of which would result from 
the gam in farm output. 


Each farmer would have to plan 
according to his particular circum- 
stances. The forage crops a farm- 
er adopts would depend, among 
other things,_on the type of soil on 
his place. The amount and type of 
equipment'needed would vary from 
farm to farm. The same would be 
true of changes in barn chores and 
other herd management practices. 


In planning a reorganization of 
his farm program the dairy farmer 
will find it worthwhile to get the 
opinions of agionomists, dairy nu- 
tritionists, farm management spe- 
cialists, and other experts. Because 
of the broad scope of his plan, the 
more good infoi'mation he gets, the 
better will be his chances for suc- 
cess.

FORESTER 


Another growing season has 


come to a close', and with annual 
crops this season's growth must 
either be harvested and sold; 
stored away in barns or ware- 
houses, or left to spoil In the fields 
In order to make way for next 
spring's plowing. 


There is one crop, though, 


whether it be contained Jn the 
small farm woodlot, the industrial 
forest or In a state or national 
forest that Is not lost, nor subject 
to expensive storage if not har- 
vested when the current market Is 
poor. That Is the annual crop of 
wood 
fiber. 
_ _____^^_^^ 


"All over the* Nation another an- 
nual ring of wood has been added 
to each of the billions of trees, of 
infinite variety, that form the for- 
ests of America. 
This current 


growth is so unspectacular, com- 
pared to fields of ripening corn or 
wheat, that to some people trees 
never seem to grow. 


The slow growing, thick walled 


cells of the summer wood, which 
followed the fast growing, thin 
walled cells of the spring wood 
will form "the division line between 
this season's growth and next 


year's spring growth. This an- 
nual ring constitutes the 
1951 


timber crop of America. Fitting 
over the entire tree, out to the 
tiniest twig, this ring of wood fits 
like a glove next to the cambrium 
cells just beneath the bark. The 
thickness of this annual ring might 
be almost microscopic on a slow 
growing Utah juniper In the semi- 
desert .country of Arizona, or it 
might be half an Inch wide on one 
of the fast growing southern pines 
such as slash pine. For the same 
species of tree it may vary tre- 
mendously depending upon soil 
conditions, competition by, neigh- 
bors in a crowded stand or cur- 
rent drought conditions, 
i The number of rings that It 
takes to yield an inch of radius Is 
very important to the forester. 
With an increment boerer, which is 
a hollow auger made of the finest 
Swedish steel, the forester extracts 
a small core of wood from which 
he can determine the rate of 
growth for the past several dec- 
ades. He is usually concerned, in 
a managed forest, with the story 
the annual rings have to tell In the 
past decade. A substantial falling 
off in growth Indicates that the 
stand of timber needs thinning so 
that rapid growth may be realized 
on just a few, select trees per acre 
rather than putting small annual 
rings on a great many trees per 
acre.
